SCHEME FOR EXPORT OF SILVER* JEWEL¬ 
LERY AND ARTICLES AGAINST* SILVER 

SUPPLIED BY THE FOREIGN BUYER 

Export of silver jewellery and manufacture as per 
list referred to in Annexure-VII • will alone be 
allowed under the Scheme. Such articles, when 
studded, will also be permitted to be exported under 
the Scheme. 

2. The Scheme will apply to export orders 
received by Handicrafts and Handlooms Export 
Corporation, New E'elhi, either directly or through 
their eligible associates. 

3. Only the following categories of persons will 
be allowed to operate as eligible associates of Handi¬ 
crafts and Handlooms Export Corporation for the 
purpose of the Scheme : 

(i) Registered exporters having valid Regis¬ 
tration Certificates Issued to them by Gem 
and Jewellery Export Promotion Council ; 

(ii) Cooperative Societies of certified silver¬ 
smiths ; and 

(iii) Corporations owned or controlled by 
Government holding Export House Certi¬ 
ficate issued by the Chief Controller of 
Imports and Exports-, New Delhi? 

SCOPE OF THE SCHEME 

4. The Scheme provides for export of silver 

ornaments and manufactures against silver supplied 
(free of charge) in advance by the foreign buyer 
concerned to the extent of the quantity of silver 
used in the manufacture of the items to be exported. 
Such silver should be received before the export of 
the articles is allowed. Expoif orders should provide 
for payment of man ufact wing and other costs invol¬ 
ved,_ either by means of an irrevocable letter of 
credit, or payment on cash-on-delivery basis, or 
advance payment in foreign exchange received 
through an authorised dealer (Bank). The documents 
should be negotiated through an authorised dealer 
in foreign exchange only. The export order should 
relate to the single buyer overseas, although if' may 
cover more than one item of export. * 

5. A minimum value added of 20 per cent over 
the value of the silver content will be insisted ur-on 
in respect of exports made under the Scheme. The 
value added will hs calculated with reference to the 
value of the silver content in the items exported, 
at the price notified bv HondVafts and Handlooms 
Export Corporation. New Delhi, as the price of 
silver, at the beginning of each month. For example 
if the f o b. value of the items to be exported is 
Rs..

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6. Export of silver and articles (other than 
studded) made under the Scheme will not be eligible 
for any other incentive. Export of silver ornaments 
and articles, when studded, made under the Scheme 
will, however, be eligible for import replenishment 
against the -^biddings (stones, gems or pearls) expor¬ 
ted, subject to the condition that the net value 
added, in respect of the sLuddmgs, will not be less 
than 20 per cent as provided in para 5 above. For 
the purpose of determining f.o,b. value, the value of 
studdings as shown in the Customs attested invoice, 
shall be token into account. Import replenishment 
of the same items would be admissible in terms r 
P.4 of Appendix-17 of the Import-Export Policy 
(1985-88). 

7. The Handicrafts and Handlooms Export Cor¬ 
poration of India Ltd. (HHEC) has been nominated 
as the authority to operate the Scheme. The export 
orders against which cxpoits are allowed will be 
those as are received direcriv by this agency or 
through their eligible associates, 

IMPORT OF SILVER UNDER THE SCHEME 

8 . Tile imported silver shall be cleared through 
the Customs authorities only by the said nominated 
agency, i.e. HHEC, either on their own behalf when 
the export orders are received by them or on beh; 
of their eligible associates, where the expo t orders 
have beep received through such associates. 

In the latter case, the exporter shall have to 
authorise the HHEC to act as its agent to file the 
Bill of Entry and clear the imported silver from 
Customs as also to file the relevant Shipping Bill for 
making the corresponding exports through Customs. 

9. Import of pure silver under the Scheme will 
be allowed by the Customs authorities to the do¬ 
nated agency, i.e. HHEC on the basis of an exemp¬ 
tion order, whether general or specific, issued by the 
Reserve Bank of India for the purpose of the 
Scheme. In respect of each consignment of imported 
silver, HHEC will execute before clearance a bond 
with the Customs authorities, undertaking to export

12. Where the export order is received by the 
H11FC direct’-/ in its own name, the shipping bill 

for the relevant exports will be filed by the HHEC 
in its own name as required under the Customs 
regulations. In cases where the export order has 
been received through the eligible associates of the 
HHEC, the shipping bill for the relevant exports 
will be filed in the name of HHEC on account of 
the concerned Associates whose name and address 
will also appear on the shipping bill. Such shipping 
bills shall contain an endorsement by HHEC, certi¬ 
fying that the export is being made against an 
order received through the concerned assoc'ate and 
registered with HHEC, giving the date on which 
it was regjpered with them and certify'ng that the 
silver for the execution of the export order in 
question was duly received from the foreign buyer. 
Before making the endorsement, the HHEC will 
satisfy itself about the quantity of silver used in the 
manufacture of items to be exported and about the 
prescribed minimum value addition. Such endorse¬ 
ments may be made only by the designated officers 
of HHEC whose signature will be deposited with 
Customs before hand for verification. 

13. The shipping bill should, inter—nlia contain 
the exporter’s declaration about the weight and the 
purity of silver used in each item to be exported, 
and the f.o.b. value of the items to be exported, 
name of the Customs House through which ccwrc'- 
pondlng import of silver was’ effected, the Bill of 
Entry and the date of clearance of silver supplied 
bv the fo r eign party. An extra copy of the shipping 
bill should also be furnished. 

However, in cases, where shipments a e made 
through a Customs House other thfln the Customs 
House through which the corresponding import of 
silver was effected, two extra cop'es of the shipping 
bill should be filed for being sent bv the Crntoms 
House after shipment of the goods to the Customs 
House through which the corresponding import was 
made for reference at the time ol ; cancellation of 
the bend. (If the purity of s’lver used is the same 
in respect of all or some of the items to be exported, 
the exporter may give the total weight of silver and 
the total value of such items as a e of the same 
purity, instead of giving their delnris items-whe. Tn 
the case of studded items, the shipping big should 
show, in addit'on to silver content, as above, the 
description, weight lvalue of the stones |gems|pearls 
used ip their manufacture. 

14. Each shipping bill as endorsed will be vab'd 

for export, made onlv through the Customs House 
locnded at the place where the HHEC’s office, which 
made the endorsement, is situated. It w'll be veffid 
for shipment Ft a period of duvs from the 

date of the endorsement bv HHEC excluding the 
date on which the endorsement was made Tf the 
exports cannot be made within this period, the 
exporter should file a fresh shipping bill. No exten¬ 
sion in the period of shmment will be allowed in 
respect of any shipping bill. 

15. At Ihe rime of export, the exporter shall 
present to the conremed Customs authority, alonc- 
with the shipping bill, three copies of the connected 
invoices as well as other documents as may be 
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required by Customs. Before allowing the export, 
the said authority will, inter-alia : 

(i) do the necessary checks to verify that the 

weight and the purity of silver used in 
each item for export is as per the expor¬ 
ter’s declaration in the said documents ; 
and 

(ii) satisfy itself that the export value (minus 
the cost of silver) declared by the expor¬ 
ter is in accordance wjth the Customs 
Act and the Foreign Exchange Regulations 
Act, and 

(iii) satisfy that the prescribed minimum value 
addition has been realised by the exporter. 

16. The weight and purity of the silver content 
of the items so passed for export will be verified 
by the Custonft.authorities on the relevant shipping 
bills. The Customs authorities will also attest the 
connected invoices and return two copies of the 
shipping bill and the connected invoices—one copy 
to the person who presents the export documents 
and the other copy to the office of HHEC directly. 

17. The exporter shall, within 15 days from the 
date of export, submit to the same office of HHEC 
which endorsed the shipping bill, an application in 
the prescribed form and manner for release of silver, 
attaching thereto the Customs attested invoice. 
Customs authenticated shipping bill and the bank 
certificate in orginal in evidence of the negotiation 
of documents and the flight number by which the 
consignment was.: exported. The HHEC will, after 
verifying the documents, release the silver to the 
exporter to the extent of the silver used, in the 
manufacture of the jewellery article so exported and 
as certified by Customs on the shipping bill. 

18. For the purpose of calculating the quantity 
of silver to be issued, the FIHEC will multiply the 
weight of the silver content of the exported item, 
as certified by the Customs authority which allowed 
the export by the following : 

Its fineness, if the declaration is jn fineness. 
The figure of pure silver so calculated will 
be rounded to the nearest of n gram. No 
allowance will be allowed for any wastage. 

19. Where the export order was secured directly 
by HHECJ and the exports were made by them on 
their own, the quantity of silver used in the items 
exported will he laktn by ITHEr. on its records fo: 
replenishment after having sati-fiod itseL’ with res¬ 
pect to the quantity to which it is entitled. 

20. Tire HHEC shall maintain a complete 
account, consignment-wise, of the silver imported 
for execution of each export order, the exports 
effected and the quantity of sillver released against 
such exports. At the end of each quarter, viz., 30th 
June, 30th September, 31st December and 31st 
March, the HHEC shall submit a report to the 
Reserve Bank of India, Ministry of Commerce, the 
Chief Controller of Imports and Exports and juris¬ 
dictional Collector of Central Excise or Customs, as 
rhe case mav be, indicating the total quantity of 
silver imported, the total quantity of silver used in 
exports effected and the total ouantitv of silver 
released as replenishment against , exports thus 
effected. 
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In order to get a discharge of its obligation 
under the bond executed by it with the Customs 
authorities, the HHEC will furnish to the concerned 
Collector of Customs a statement indicating the 
Bill of Entry No. against which silver was imported 
for execution of the contract, date of importation, 
quantity of silver imported, number of each of the 
shipping bills against which corresponding shipments 
of ornaments|articles were made, description of the 
goods exported and the silver content in respect of 
each shipping bill as certified by the concerned 
Customs authorities. Such application for the can¬ 
cellation of the bond shall be made immediately 
after the completion of the shipment of all the. 
omaments|articles to be exported against a particular 
contract or the expiry of the period of export sti¬ 
pulated in the relevant contract with the foreign 
supplier of silver, whichever is earlier. In cases 
where any of the shipment of oniamenls|articles is 
done through a Custom House other than the one 
through which the corresponding import of silver 
was effected, the HHEC, with their application • for 
cancellation of the bontl, will also furnish copies of 
the shipping bills against which a.xporls are effected 
through Customs House other than the one through 
which silver was imported.

EXPORT PROMOTION AND REPLENISHMENT 
SCHEME FOR SILVER JEWELLERY AND 
SILVER ARTICLES 

Export of silver jewellery and articles (other than 
coins), mentioned in the list annexed, will alone be 
aHowed under this Scheme. Such jewellery and arti¬ 
cles, when studded, will also be permitted to be ex¬ 
ported under the Scheme.- 

3. The Scheme will be confined to the following 
categories of persons : 

(i) Registered exporters having valid Registra¬ 
tion Certificate issued to them by the Gem 
k Jewellery Export Promotion Council; 
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(ii) Cooperative Societies of certified silver¬ 
smiths; and 

(iii) Corporations oWned or controlled by 

Government holding valid Export House 
Certificates issued by the Chief Controller of 
Imports & Exports, New Delhi. 

3. Membership of the Gem and Jewellery Export 
Promotion Council will not be a pre-requisite for the 
category (ii) above to participate in the Scheme to 
begin with, but they should join the Council within 
a period of three months from the date of first export. 

4. The Scheme provides for replenishment of pure • 
silver !o the extent of the quantity admissible there¬ 
under against exports made in accordance with it, 
such replenishment being arranged through the desig¬ 
nated branches of the State Bank of India at a price 
indicated in the Certificate issued by the SBI after the 
purchase of silver cn behalf of the concerned exporter 
in respect of the specific export order in execution of 
which exports have been effected and replenishment 
claimed. 


8 . Exports under the Scheme shall be. allowed only 
by air freight and post parcel, and through the 
Customs Houses at Bombay|Calcutta|Madras(Delhi| 
Jaipur, as per provisions of Exports (Control) Order, 
1977. 

9. Exports of silver jewellery and articles (other 
than studded) made under the Scheme will not be 
eligible for any other incentive. Exports of silver

Mode of exports and its control :

5. The Scheme will‘be limited to exports effected 
against such orders as are backed by an irrevocable 
letter of credit or payment on cash-on-delivery basis 
cr adoT nee payment in forogin exchange reeds ed 
through an authorised dealer (bank). The documents 
should be negotiated through an authorised dealer in 
foreign exchange. The export order should relate to a 
sing 1 ? buyer overseas, although it may cover more 
than one item of export. 

In case of export effected agaiivst such orders as 
sv backed by either an irrevocable letter of credit or 
pcyr.rrt on cash-on-delivery basis, the exporter will 
have to ar e an undertaking in writing agreeing to 
refund the difference between the sale price of silver 
released by the SBI and its prevailing internal market 
price, if he fails to repatriate the export proceeds in 
fu'l or if the articles exported are rejected or returned 
to India.
